WHEREAS, It is our duty and privilege to instill in CHILDREN the8

faith, hope, charity, and integrity they need to continue the legacy of9

freedom, peace, and prosperity we have inherited from those who came10

before us; and11

WHEREAS, The CHILDREN of the State of Washington should be12

cherished and given a positive and secure environment that can help13

develop their talents, temperament, minds, and character; and14

WHEREAS, The CHILDREN of the State of Washington should know that15

their ideas and dreams are valued and respected because we take time to16

listen and encourage; and17

WHEREAS, CHILDREN are the responsibility of their parents, and all18

the citizens of the State of Washington should help them by setting19

examples of what it means to be good neighbors, law-abiding citizens,20

productive workers, and helpful friends; and21
